Particularly Detrimental On Milk, | 
Cream and Butter, Says 
Authority ‘ 


Dr. E, G. Good, Chief of the Div- 
ision of Dairy Research, of the Fed- 
eral Department of Agriculture 
states that it is a well established 
scientific fact that direct sunlight has 
a detrimental effect on the flavor of 
practically all dairy products and es- 
pecially on milk, cream and butter. 

This statement was given by Dr. 
Hood, when questioned regarding the 
practice of housewives using win- 
dow-sills as refrigerators during the 
autumn season when they have! 
stopped taking ice. From the stand- 
point of keeping the products -coo), 
the window-sill answers the purpose, 
but if, the window is located where 
direct sunlight can reach it, dairy) 
products should never bé kept there. 

Milk, cream and butter when ex- 
posed to direct sunlight quickly de- 
velop abnormal. flavors which are 
generally of a metallic or tallowy 
nature, This tallowy flavor is caused 
by the action of sunlight on butter- 
fat and has been known to develop | 
to a very noticeable degree after an 
hour or so.-In the case of butter, the
